THE DEPOSED RULER OF BULGARIA TRACED 
TO PRUSSIA. 


| Prince Bismarck and M. De Giers Hold a 
Conference—The Deep Game Russia is 
Playing—The Muscovite Prime Minister 
Issues a Circular Explaining Russia’s Con- 
nection With the Coup d’Etat. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, August 27.—A diplomatist who has 
held ahigh position in the foreign office here 
informs me as his opinion on the Bulgarian 
business that the course of events depend on 
the population of Sofia. If there are dis- 
turbances there, such as could be con- 
strued in any way into a ‘‘gstate 
of anarchy,’’ Russia will undoubtedly 
occupy Bulgaria. Every day he is becoming 
more convinced that Austria was not squared. 
He thinks if Russia should take this step a 
crash would be certain. If Sofia remains quiet 
the affair willblow over. He believes that if 
Alexander could only get back at once the re- 
action in his favor Sui place him in a firmer 
position thanever. This, however, he hardly 
expects. 

PRINCE ALEXANDER FOUND. 

LONDON, August 27.—Authentic information 
has at last reached here in regard to the move- 
ments of Prince Alexander of Bulgaria. He 
landed at Reni, in the Russian province of 
Bessarabia, on Wednesday. On léaving the 
yacht in which he had been transported to that 
point, he made a brief farewell address to the 
commander and escort. Inthis he expressed 
his regret at leaving Bulgaria. He declared 
that he would’ never cease to takea pro- 
found interest in Bulgaria’s future. 
He had no deeper desire than that for Bul- 
garia’s happiness and prosperity. Toward 
this end he bad ever labored with his whole 
heart. His earnest wish at the present junct- 
ure wasthat Bulgaria should choose another 
Prince to rule over her who should be devoted 
to the welfare of the country. Prince Alex- 
ander was expected to arrive at Lomburg yes- 
terday evening, where the delegates sent 
from the army and people to repre- 
sent to him the situation in Bulgaria 
and to invite him back to assume 
the reins of government were awaiting him. 
The Bulgarians are practically unanimous in 
their demand for Prince Alexander’s return to 
Rustichuk. Asaresult of the understanding 
reached by the adherents of Prince Alexander 
at Sofia and Tirnova, a council of regency has 
been formed consisting of Messrs. Stambon- 
loff, Glavescoft and Natchovics. Col. Mout- 
kouroff has been appointed Commander-in- 
Chief as long as the state of siege lasts. 

RUSSIA’S EXPLANATION. 

BERLIN, Angust 27.—M. De Giers, the Rus- 
sian Minister for Foreign Affairs, yesterday 
issued a circular from Franzenbad, Bohemia, 
where he is staying, explaining Russia’s con- 
nection withthe Bulgarian coup d'etat. M. 
De Giers declares that Russia could never 
approve of the circumstances attending Prince 
Alexander’s abdication. ‘‘The Bulgarians who 
favored the deposition of Prince Alexander,’’ 
M. De Giers continues ‘‘undoubtedly followed 
their natural feelings, thereby removing the 
obstacles which disturped the close union of 
the Bulgarians—liberated by heavy and unsel- 
fish sacrifices—and their kindred, the Russian 
people.’’ The circular then contains the fol- 
lowirg: ‘**‘From the moment when, with 


genuine astonishment, we learned 
how the deposition was misunderstood, 
we instructed our agents in 


Bulgaria to exert their influence to securea 
reversal of what had happened and not leave 
atrace ofsuspicion that Russia’s action had 
any influence in the affair. The Buigarians, 
by their attitude in the deposition, manifested 
the greatness of their sympathy with 
their liberators; but, by following our 
will in overthrowing the provincial 
governmentand recalling Prince Alexander, 
they have proved their deep devotion to Rus- 
sia, and have made the tie between Russia and 
Bulgaria indissoluble. They have attained the 
highest degree of loyalty, and have shown the 
highest regard forthese principles of mon- 
archial order and stability, of which Russia is 
the constant and resolute representative. This 
is the key tothe explanation of the appar- 
ently 
CONFLICTING EVENTS IN BULGARIA. 

‘*‘When we meet the German Chancellor we 
shall explain these events, and we shall ex- 
pectfrom the deep insight of this friendly 
statesman that he will thoroughly appreciate 
the sacrifice which Russia recently made for 
Buigaria in the interest of peace, and 
to maintain the principles of monarchy, 
and that he will give the powerful aid of 
his counsel to definitely establish order 
in Bulgaria, with which the peace of the East 
is 80 Closely connected. What Bulgaria did in 
a moment of unrefiecting excitement has heen 
repaired through Russiapinfluence. Shall not 
matters,therefore, be now settied in a definite, 
legal, loyal form? I may even entertain the 
hope that Prince Alexander, whose high quali- 
ties we will acknowledge, who unhappily 
became the puppet of influence he was unable 
sufficiently to resist, will, from regard for the 
facts, and soberly judging the situation, re- 
new of his own accord, without pressure, the 
act of abdication forced from him, under con- 
ditions which we were the first to regret and 


ing in concert with the friendly powers, 
be enabled to restore in a fair and 


interests in the East and secure our legitimate 
rights in Bulgaria from further eventualities, 
and be able to place the peace of Europe ona 
new and solid basis, and surroundit by the

PACKING-HOUSE RATES. 


Settle the Difficulty, 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPArcu. 

KANSAs City, Mo., August 27.—Commission- 
er Midgely of the Southwestern Railway Ag. 
sociation arrived tn the city this morning from 
the East. His visit, he says, is in regard to 
the demoralization of the provision and pack- 
ing-house rates to Memphis, which has existed 
between Chicago, St. Louis and Memphis 


outgrowth. Prices have been cut more than 
50per cent. Rates have been cut with Chicago 
lines as low as 10 cents, as against 21 cents. 
The difticulty has lasted over a month, 
and alllines are anxious to see matters ad- 
justed. The war was brought about 
by «the (Louisville, New Albany & Chicago 
Railroaa making an 18-cent rate from Chicago 
to Memphis. The officers of the Kansas City, 
Fort Scott @ Gulf have failed to restore 
rates to the old figures, although their 
cut to 18 cents was made _ several 
months ago, before the war commenced. 
The Gulf people do not expect to make any 
further reductions, and it is probable that 
their present rate will be maintained, even if 
the war is ended. They are of the opinion 
that the Chicago roads cannot hold out long 
on the 10-cent rate, as it would 
prove disastrons to the roads. There 
is * every hope that the difficulty 
will be very shortly settied, and now that Mr. 
Midgely has taken the matter in hand a 
speedy settlement of the war is looked for. 
Commissioner Midgely will meet General 
Manager Nettleton of the Kansas City, Fort 
Scott & Gulf while in tie city, ios the 
purpose of arriving at some _ satisfactory 
arrangement with that road, as it is re- 
yorted that the Kansas City, Springfield & 
Memphis, one of the Gulf roads, would with- 
draw from their agreement with the pool if 
the rates were not restored. Commissioner 
Midgely says his visit here has noth- 
ing to do with the trouble between the board 
of trade of Kansas City and his pool. The 
board isto bring suit against the poolin the 
wild hope of bringing about a reduction of the 
extortionate rates, in regard to which the mer- 
chants of St. Louis, Kansas City and other 
cities held meetings in Chicago and elsewhere 
last year. It is probable, however, that Mr. 
Midgley will look into the situation here and 
find out what the exact condition of affairs is. 
The merchants are very earnest in their 
efforts, as they were last year, and intend to 
bring the matter to an issue if possible. 


IN MUCH UNCERTAINTY. 


Passenger Rate War Liable to Break Out—

The Kansas City-Chicago passenger-rate 
war is liable to break out in a fresh place at 
any moment. The $9 tickets of the Baltimore

A GHASTLY FIND. 


The Probable Victim of a Murder Found

LONDON, August 27.—The debate in the Com- 
mons last night on Buller’s appointment 
threw much light on the relations of the two 
parliamentary leaders of the Conservative 
party. From Churchill’s speech it was 
naturally inferred that the dispatch of Buller 
practically meant the military occupation of 
the country. Last night Hicks- Beach 
hastened to explain that the appoint- 
ment was purely a civil one and Buller’s 
being a soldier accidental. Thus Churchill 
may be said to have put out the Government’s 
horns of policy and Beach to have drawn 
them in again as faras necessary. This isthe 
second time they have figured in this dual ca- 
pacity. 

CHAMBERLAIN’S SPRECH 

was awaited with the greatest interest. It 
produced a series of the most exciting scenes 
witnessed forsome time. It was extremely 
clever, but equally unprincipled. He stated 
with perfect frankness his position in regard 
tothe Government. ‘‘Ilam not going to vote 
for any amendment which would be 
equivalent to a vote of censure on 
the Government. Iam not going to do any- 
thing to turn this Government out as long as 
the Government which is to take its place is 
committed to a separatist policy.’’ Thejex-At- 
torney-General charged him amid the greatest 
excitement with deliberately choosing the 
most insulting epithets for the 
party to which he formerly be- 
longed. This being the case there was 
no necessity for Chamberlain to speak at all if 
he was,going to gulp down all his principles 
and vote blindly to keep the Tayies in office. 
The second point was his position with regard 
to the land purchase. ‘‘It is one thing,’’ he 
said. ‘‘that the resources of the Empire 
should be devoted to adding to the peace and 
prosperity of those for whom Imperial Par-

Where &@ 
junior is in command during the absence ofa 
superior, the return of the latter relieves the 
former,and the seniorat once assumes the 
chief authority and control. When Secretary 
Endicott departed from Washington, the 
chief clerk, who is designated by law to act in 
the absence of the Secretary, and Gen. Sheri- 
dan were both absent, and therefore Adju- 
tant-General Drum was designated by 
the President to act as Secretary ad interim. 
The designation of Gen. Drum presents the 
curious spectacle of a junior officer two grades 
below that of the Licutenant-General, one of 
which was conferred by a special act of Con- 
gress as atribute for valuable public services 
performed by the wearer, issuing orders 
to that officer disapproving in some 
cases military orders issued by him 
and altogether treating the Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral as a subordinate. he action of the Sec- 
retary of War in designating Druim put ‘ ‘Little 
Phil’’ on his mettle.

St. Louis Markets. 


FORENOON SESSION, CLOSING 1 P. M. 

The London Times of August 14 says that all 
hope of the wheat barvest recovering must be 
abandoned. In the week just ended the tem- 
perature ranged in London from 64 deg., the 
highest forthe 10th, to 75 deg. on the 8th. In 
the midlands the temperature for the week was 
only a mean average. With thecold weather, 
rains had been general. A great extent of the 
crop had been smitten with rust. North of 
the midlands there would be little harvest 
workin August, and the grain in the earliest 


ciimates of Seotland would not be 
ready to cut before the second week 
in September, three weeks late, and upland 


farmers were in for harvesting in October. 
The Paris correspondent of the Times esti- 
matesthe French wheat crop at 106,000,000 
bectolitres, or 299,000,000 bu, while other ad- 
vices make it 282,000,000 bu. Thecrop in 1835 
was 310,000,000. A member ofthe State Board 
of Agriculture of Nebraska writes: ‘‘We have 
an outiook fora fair crop of corn, nota fuil 
crop, which we could hardly expect, but we 
think, as compared with last year, we will 
bave three-eighths,perhaps four-fifths as much 
corn as last crop, which added to our present 
stocks on hand throughout thecountry will 
make even more corn than we had last year at 
the sametime. Thatis,we consider that we will 
bave more corn for shipment during the next 
twelve months than during the last twelve 
months.’’——The bear feeling still predoml- 
nates in cotton in the New York market,so late 
advices say. At the same time it is not 
thought likely that much lower prices will be 
reached, although a few believe '%2-cent loss is 
yet to be recorded, owing to the heavy re- 
serves in the hands of spinners both at home 
and abroad.—Receipts of wheat at Liverpool 
for the past week were equal to 365,000 bu; 
of this 203,000 bu came from America.——A 
New York journal speaksof the export de 

mand for wheat as follows: ‘‘The exporters in 
cases had orders for cash wheat near our 
market, but freight room for near shipments 
is nearly all taken ahead and held at higher 
figures to arrive. beth for cargoes and on the 
berth. It was this that checked the export de- 
mand, but the chief reason is that no one here 
dares offer any wheat on cabie refusals, as all 
that have done it recently haye been picked up 


and left short of the market, and the other 
side is not yet ready to send 
orders, as they used to have to.’’ 


——Prof. M. Montrose Whitty, as he gazed at 
the wbeat board, remarked: ‘‘If I had those 
blamed premiums in my laboratory I'd dis- 
solve ’em too gquick.’’——‘‘The market is get- 
ting into bad shape between the fall weights 
of hogs and good stock ‘without export de- 
mand, and the manipulation in lard that 
keeps better speculation and consumption 
back until the deal is over and prices left to 
take care of itself.

REMARKABLE RIDING. 


A Bicyclist Wheels His Way on a Bridge 
Coping 125 Feet High. 


A Washington telegram thus describes the 
wonderful performance of a cyclist: A 
daring and foolhardy teat was performed, by 
a bicycler this afternoon at Cabin John 
Bridge, nearthe city. The placeis a general 
pleasure resort about twelve miles from town, 
over the milit@ry road built by Jeff Davis 
while the latter was Secretary of War. The 


bridge is said to be the largest single span of 
masonry inthe world, Itis 125 feet high and 
about 200 feet long, a singie magnificent arch 
#panning a deep and rocky gorge. 

There is a brownstone coping on the three- 
foot wall on either side of the roadway. This 
coping is about a foot broad and is bevelled on 
the two upper edges for an inch or two. On 
the inside of these walls isthe solid roadway 
above the duct. Onthe outside is a perpen- 
dicular deseent of about 125 feet im the center 
of the bridge and ro less than seventy-five 
feet at either abutment. The young man 
stopped and dismounted at the end of the 
bridge and lifted his machime upon the coping. 
The act was noticed by a couple of 
gentlemen smoking under - the trees, 
butit was looked upon asafreak of ayoung 
man who had been drinking a little too much, 
and no particular attention was paidtoit. The 
next moment there was an exclamation of bor- 
ror from the direction ofthe bridge, andthe 
young man was seen mounted upon his thirty- 
inch wheel deliberately riding along the nar- 
row coping. 

The sight froze the blood ofthe ladies ana 
children picnicking in the gorge below and 
was enough to appallthe stoutest heart. The 
gentlemen in front of the hotel started to their 


feet and called to the othe wheel- 
men within. ‘*Stop him! For Goda’s 
sake stop him!’’ shouted a lady with 
two children clinging to her, wring- 


ing her hands with fright. It was too late. 
The young man was already in the center of 
the bridge. He never swerved a hair’s breadth 
from his seat. From theend of the bridge be 
seemed a toy machine running by mechanism, 
so erect and motionless he sat and so evenly 
he rode. ‘‘Let him alone,’’ cried one of his 
companions, ‘‘hecould rideitifit was ajrope.’’ 
Nevertheless the fear that interference 
might hasten the horror that all wished 
to prevent left the party rooted to the 
spot. In two places the coping 
makes a zigzag by the widening of the road- 
way, and at these places the rider must steer 
his wheel through a very narrow space at 
nearly right angles with his course. The 
daring fellow had passed the first of these 
ticklish spots and when he carefully wore 
round the second nota single one of the hor- 
rified spectators could draw a breath for fear. 
Thence tothe end was a short and straight 
runandinanother moment the young man 
had completed his dangerous ride, dismounted 
and was waving his hand laughingly at the 
frightened men and women and children who 
had witnessed it.

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FILLEY SUBMITS, 


THE DECISION OF THE STATE CONVENTION 
TO BE FINAL, 


One of the Rival Republican City Commit- 
tees to Be Wiped Out of Existence Next 
Wednesday — Chairman Pohlman Will 
Bow to the Will of the Republicans of 
the State— Chapman Withdraws — Row- 
land’s Position—Gossip.

The much-desired and long deferred ‘‘har- 
mony’’ for whieh the local Republicans have 


been crying for two years past is at 
last in sight. Prominent politicians 
in the rival wings of the par- 
ty have agreed to submit their 


Claims to the State Republican Convention 
which meets at Sedalia next Wednesday, and 
will abide by the decision of the Convention. 
Louis Grund, ex-Chairman of oneof the Re- 
publican City Central Committees, stated some 
time ago that if the Convention 
refused to recognize the delegates elected at 
the Grund primaries such action would be 
construed as a serious reflection on the regu- 
larity of the committee, and would re- 


sult in his withdrawal from the 
local field of politics. Leading mem- 
bérs of the same committee entertain 


similar views upon the subject and it is clear 
that should the convention ignore the claims 
of the Grund delegation,the Grund Committee 
will quietly pass out of existence. In view of 
the fuct that the convention is the Repub- 
lican party of the State of 


Missouri and is clothed with sovereign 
power in party matters, it is difficult to under- 
stand howany committee pretending to rep- 
resent the Republicans of any particular part 
of the State, could survive an adverse decision 
on its claims by the convention. 

That the Grund people entertained this com- 
mon-sense view of the situation has been 
known for some time, but everybody 
outside of the Pohlman Committee, has been 
at sea concerning the spirit in which the Filley 
crowd approached the question. Filley has 
survived so many apparently decisive defeats 


that it was thought he was but 
coquetting with the convention. Being 
impervious to defeat the Filley 
committee’ having nothing to tose and 


everything to gain,’can go into the convention 
and ask for the earth and receive nothing 
without great disappointment. All attempts 
to obtain a positive expression upon the sub- 
ject of their subsequent action in the event of 
defeat at Sedalia have heretofore proved futile, 
but this morning a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
met with better success and the Filiey wing of 
the party is now on record in company with 
Grund and his adherents. 

‘*‘We have agreed to submit our claims to 
the convention,’’ said Ford Smith, ‘‘and of 
course their decision in the case is final.’’ 

**Final so far as the admission of the dele- 
gates is concerned or final upou the question 
of the reguiarityof your cominittee?’’ 

‘*‘Weli, if we as a committee represent the 
Republicans of St. Louis, then the delegates 
selected at our primaries also represent them 
and itcannot very well ignore the deleyates 
and sustain us—canit? By submitting our case 
to the convention we acknowledge its jurisdic- 
tion and are practically bound to abide by its 
decision,.’’ 

‘*Should the decision be against your com- 
mittee, will it disso.ve?’’ 

‘“‘If the convention decides that we are not 
the regular Republican City Central Commit- 
tee of St. Louis, 1 see nothing for us but dis- 
solution.’’ 

‘*Thena the action of the convention will be 
taken bv the Filley committee as final?’’ 

‘‘It will, Iwishto say in this connection 
that while we may not have as many votes as 
the Grundites, yet itis nota question of votes 


withthe convention, The only issue ig the 
regularity of the committee. We have 
the committee records iutact; have kept 
our organization perfect and can prove 


beyond a doubt the irregularity of the other 
wing ofthe party. We have the law on our 
side and I don’t see how wecan fail to get a 
favorable decision.’’ ' 

Chairman Jobn H. Pohlman, when ap- 
proached upon the subject. said: ‘‘The ac- 
tion of the Sedalia Convention will settie the 
whole business. If we are successful then 
wé willbe the committee. If we are not suc- 
cessful then that lets us out. Iam fightin 
for principle—not for money. I never assteeed 
a candidate before the primaries in my life. 
Ah, well! If lam defeated 1 guess I can stand 
it. Leameto St. Louis in high waterin ’44 
and I think thatl could wade through again 
if necessary.’’ 

Sen. D: P. Grier, a member ofthe Grund 
delegation, declined to discuss the subject, 
for the reason that he wasa member of the 
State Central Committee. He explained that 
the Central Committee will be calied upon to 
decide which set of delegates is entitied to ad- 
mission tothe convention during the temporary 
organization. Thisis where the first cuntest 
willeome. Then after the various coinmittees 
have been appvinted it will be in order for the 
delegation which was left outinthe cold to 
lay its claims to recognition before the con 
vention. The matter will be referred to the 
Committee on Credentials, who will take 
the evidence and render a report to 
the convention in this case. Before this com- 
mittee will come the second contest after the 
comnmmittee has reported, then comes the 
third and final struggle in the convention. 
Both sides are sanguine of success. The one 
resis its hopes on its ‘‘regularity’’ and the 
other on its votes. 

**GILLIB’’ WITHDRAWS. 

For several oy ah Mr. J. G. Chapman, 
President of the Eau Claire Lumber Company, 
has been mentioned as the most available man 
ou the Republican side for the nomination for 
Congress inthe Ninth vistrict. His ‘‘bar’l’’ 
burst its hoops long ago,and is amply sufficient 
to meet the exigencies of such a campaign as 
will be required by any Republican to come 
within bailing djstance of Hon. John M. 
Glover. Most of the other wealthy Repub- 
licans in the district, such as E. O. Stanard, 
Gen. Nobie and others, don’t care to make the 
race, and since it has come to be recognized as 
true that stacks of money are required to beat 
Jobn M. Glover, Chapman has been thought 
to have a walk-over for the nomination.

STAMPED GOLD. 


HOW TREASURER JORDAN’S LIGHT-WEIGHT 
STAMP AFFECTS BANKERS, 


Coin in Circulation—Allowance Made by 
the Government for Wear—Nineteen 
Hundred Dellars of Gold Stamped Out 
of Existence—Increased Circulation of 
Gold. 


The order of Acting Treasurer Jordan to the 
sub-treasuries, instructing that all gold of 
less than legal weight be stamped ‘‘L,’’ and 
rejected, has occasioned much ill-feeling 
among bankers and others handling large 
sums of money. The rule went into effect on 
August 1, and prior to tbat date the sub- 
treasuries had only rejected light-weight 
coins. Whatever prompted the promulgation 
of the order it is causing much loss, not to the 
banks directly, but to the business com- 
munity. All coin wears in circulation. It is 
bound to lose a percentage of its value, which 
loss increase, as the time of its circulation ex- 
Coin gold is finer than that used 
Consequentiy it is softer 
easier. The statutes  au- 
thorizing coinage of gold pieces 
established certain weights for the 
coins at the time of issue and allowed one-aalf 


of one per cent for loss of weight in circula- 

tion atthe time of redemption.

THE LOSS OF A GOLD PIECE 
in. circulation for five years is very much 
greater than the legal allowance, some- 
times ranging to 4 per cent. The coin 
begins to lose atthe mint counters, continues 
on the sub-treasury count boards, waxes 
lustreiess and edgeless as it passes through 
banks to individugis and hack to the treas- 
uries,and onto banks and individuals again un- 
tilatthe end of six months’ active business ex- 
perience,the coin bas lost enough to cause its 


rejection. Arejected coin formerly was not 
impaired in vaiue by this rejec- 
tion. It could ba returned to the 


bank and worked off on other banks or cus- 
tomers. In the ordinary course of business 
the same coin will not be presented twice at a 
sub-treasury. Itis diverted to flelds where 
goid is scarce, and it is only where there isa 
surpius of coin thatthe Government is called 
upon to take any amounts. A stamped coin, 
however, loses all circulating vaiue. A de- 
faced coin is like a ‘‘counterfeit’’ marked 
bill. Noone wantsit. Even saloons reject 
them. They can be sold as gold simply. 
RECENTLY THE PAYING TELLER 
of the State Savings Bank sent $5,000 in gold to 
the sub-treasury. Two $20 gold pieces were 
returned stamped with the ‘‘L,’’ and thetelier 
aspirated the letterin the orthodox manner. 
The stamp was deep and unmistakable. A 
huge lump on its reverse side prevented 
any deception being practiced with that coin if 
any one had been disposed to passit. The 
coins were taken to United States Assayer 
Jewett, who said one coin (issue 1861) was 
worth $19.79, a loss of 21 cents, while the other 
(issue 1872) was worth $19.81, a loss of 19 cents. 
About the same time the Franklin Bank sent 
a $5,000 bag up, and $1,900 of it was 
returned as light weight and stamped, 
causing a loss to the bank 
of from $90 to $100. Other banks are light suf- 
ferers, and all are not extremely careful of 
the coins they receive. This care is annoying 
to their customers who offer gold that is not 
perceptibly worn and have it rejected. Two 
$5 gold coins were taken as experiments bya 
business man toa bank. They were rejected. 
ie copid not tell why, but the 
téller told him to notice the 4 
milling was neariy worn smooth, and 
the tips of the eagie’s wings were beginning to 
disappear. He offered those coins at another 
bank, and they were accepted without hesita- 
tiou. Another $5 coin which he thought was 
similar in its defacement to the rejected coins 
was offered at the first bank and accepted. 
PAYING TELLER HAMMEKSTEIN 
at the Bank of Commerce said ‘‘I think 
Uncle Sam is doing us a great injury in stamp- 
ing the coin. The loss in claculation 
ought to fall upon the Government; there is 
no sound reason why itshould makea profit 
on its coinage. The effect of the order will be 
to prevent the growth of the gold surplus in 
the Treasury if not to decrease it. bgge— 
when importers wanted to pay duties whic 
must be paid in gold or legal tenders I 
gave them gold. Now I sh 
ay out legal tenders. Then no 
ank will send its surplus gold 
to the sub-treasuries as iong as it can be 
avoided. We get rid of a large portion of that 
coin to jewelers, and banks can pay it to each 
other im settiement of clearing-house 
balances. ’’ 

‘*‘Do no banks receive gold 
weight?’’ 

‘*‘We weigh our gold wien it isin large quan- 
tities. A$5,000 bag from another bag would 
be weighed, and, since this order went into 
effect, it would be counte too. 
I have had a $5,000 bag fall $10 short. Of course 
we call upon the bank from whence it came, 
to make up the deficiency. Weare more par- 
ticular now than formerly.’’ 

‘‘Phen an effect of the rule isto drive gold 
into circulation?’’ 

‘*That is bound to be its effect. The Sub- 
Treasury will see no gold fromthe banks for 
many a day.’’

The vast collections of the British Mu- 
seum, which already seem to anyone who 
looks at the catalogues to comprehend all 
that could be desired inevery Class, in- 
crease with such rapidity that the officials 
find great difficulty in properly disposing 
of the additions lately made. Of late 
years the plan has been adopted of getting 
rid altogether of the collections bearing 
upon some branches of knowledge, 
and of limiting the variety of new 
acquisitions. In pursuance of this plan 
the natural history specimens have 
all been sent to South Kensineton and 
the several rooms formerly occupied by 
them have been filled with antiquities of 
various sorts. The very long gallery, 
which many visitors will promptly recall 
as filled with innumerable birds, is now 
devoted tothe ethnographical collections 
of various sorts, which are now first 
shown in their entirety and are arranged 
geographically. The American division 
is well represented and our students may 
find their own aborigines as well illus- 
trated there asin any collection at home. 
The adjoining rooms are devoted chiefly 
to Oriental works of art of ancient and 
more modern date; Chinese and 
Japanese pottery, to the number of three 
thousand specimens and said to bethe 
most complete of any collection and fur- 
nishing the material for an exhaustive 
history of this important branch of East- 
ern art, including every variety of ware 
and decoration. In the next room are 
early Buddhist remains from Northern 
India, exhibiting fine specimens of a 
urely native art, uncontaminated by any 
oreign mixture. Then there are 
sculptures from Central India, from 
Afghanistan and from Siam, which show 
how persistent is the Buddhist type and 
how little foreign styles have succeeded in 
modifying its rigid canons.

Whether this story is true or 
not, it is certain that he became interested in 
political economy at an early age and had mas- 
tered that subject and the kindred one of 
gnance before he was 2 years old.

proved by aspeech he made in 1840. He was slow 
to make up his mind and was accused of being 
g procrastinator. The rule of his life was to 
hare bo opinions until he had reached a 
definite conclusion, and if the subject was new 
tohim he proceeded to acquire knowledge 
eystematically and thoroughly. He was never 
satisfied with a smattering of information. 
This was as true of his old age as of bis youth. 
One of his chief sources of amusement during 
his later life was the reading of books of travel. 
But eyen amusement was a serious busi- 
ness with him. He must have the 
latest maps of the country he was 
reading about before him, or accessible. I 
often found him last summer and fail in the 
evening with maps spread out before him on 
his reading easel, patiently going over the 
route pursued by the writer of the book which 
Miss Gould bad been reading from during the 
day. During the preparation of his little 
book on the Tiiden geneology maps were in 
quite as much request as books and docu- 
wents. 

HIS MEMORY WAS MARVELOUTS. 

He forgot nothing worth remembering. Ap- 
parently trivial details had a certain sig- 
nificance to bim, ard years after they had 
been impressed upon his mind he wouid recall 
them with perfect exactness. The tenacious- 
ness Of his memory and the extent and ac- 
curacy Of his knowledge are attested by many 
incidents now recalied by his intimate friends. 
The tollowing anecdotes were toid on the day 
of Mr. Tilden’s funerai aad the sunday follow- 
ing by Smith M.Weed and Chas. F. McLean. Mr. 
Weed said that he accompanied Gen. Ewing 
one evening to Grammercy P&rk and that the 
General, while anxious to meet Myr. Tilden, 
deciared that he did not mean to be bored by 
the cid gentleman's views on finance, 

‘‘lam fixed in my opinions,’’ said the Gen- 
eral, ‘‘and it will be a sheer waste of time to 
discuss the subject witha hard money oid fogy 
like Tilden. You must agree to come away 
with me when I am ready to leave.’’ Weed 
agreed tothis and the call was made. Mr. 
Tilden was glad to meet Gen. Ewing. He had 
known bis father, and while regretting the 
son's fimanciai heresies, admired him for his 
sterling worth in other respects. After a 
few moments Gen. Ewing introduced the 
subject of greenback money. He was 
so full of his hobby that hecould not heip 
riding it when tke occasion offered. Mr. Til- 
len was in unusual spirits that evening, and 
soon warmed up. He began a disquisition on 
finance, and, atter a few interruptions, Gen.

Mr, 
Tilden’s familiarity with English Whig history 
was quite remarkable. This knowledge was, 
however, not so surprising to me. 6 law- 

ers of his generation were, as arule, well-up 

n this branch of English history. Judge 
Black of Pennsylvania was fully as weil 
informed in this field as » Tilden 
was. In the spring and early 
summer of 1880 and 1881, I passed many de- 
lightful days and evenings at Gramercy Park 
with Judge Black and Mr. Tilden. The Judge 
was about to make his first visit to Europe and 
this fact led the two men to talk a great deal 
about English gone A of English literature 
and of different localities in England, Ireland 
and Scotiand. In some respects these two 
great men were much alike and in others they 
differed greatly. Judge Black’s imagination 
was exuberant and vivid, his sense of the 
humorous was extraordinary and his wit 
keen, playful and contagious. 

MR, TILDEN WAS NOT IMAGINATIVE. 

He appreciated the humorous, and his sen- 
tentious sayings frequently had a humorous 
side. He was not witty. Black was a great 
story-teller, and always interlarded his 
conversations, and even his most serious 
arguments, with apt, Ulustrative anecdotes. 
His witty sayings are remembered by scores 
of people, and his play upon words, espe- 
Cialiy in Shakspearian quotations, have an in- 
ternational repute. Mr. Tilden’s reputation, 
both as a conversationalist and as a speaker,is 
in an entirely different inteliectual feild. 
His intimate friends remember his 
talks chiefly for the solid, substantial 
information they conveyed. John Bigelow 
says he never taiked with Mr. Tildenon any 
subject without obtaining new ideas or deriv- 
ing valuable information. Abram 8. Hewitt, 
who, for mental resources, vast and varied 
information and intellectual keenness, has 
few equals, told me the evening of Mr. Til- 
den’s death that his attainments were wonder- 
ful, and in strength and clearness of expres- 
sion he had never met his equal. 

Mr. Tilden never talked about or upona 
subject which he had not mastered. From his 
earliest youth to the evening of the day- 
beiore he died he was a student.® 
He made whatever subject he became in- 
terested in a specialty, and for the time being 
it was bishobby. He applied himself to the 
investigation of the speciality, and never quit 
it until he had exhausted every avenue of in 
formation. He wrote and spoke oa the sub- 
jects of finence and political economy ata 
very early age, and like a master, but they are 
progressive sciences and special investiga- 
tions are continually throwing new light on 
both.

A FAVORITE WORK FOR MR. TILDEN. 

Mr: MacLean says that during their stay in 
London Mr. Tilden was affected with a car- 
buncile and was confined to the house for quite 
a period of time.

Was the road so pretty? Were the shifting 
laces of shadow thrown by the boughs of the 
silver maples that skirted it so very pictur- 
esque, or did they take their beauty from their 
association as part of a harmonious surround- 
ing for the little village beauty whose smile of 
surprise the news hunter was astonished to 
find still reflected by himself? Whatever it 
was, the place had an unexpected 
charm, The wooden walk of short 
boards, half decayed and imbedded cross- 
wise in the ground, was truly rural.

DANGEROUS CELLULOID BUSTLES. 


The Strange Case of Mrs. Kate Desmond 
Who Was Burned to Death. 


NEw YorkK, August 27.—When Coroner End- 
man makes an Ollicial investigation as to the 
cuuses of the fatal burning of Mrs. Kate Des- 
mond, in the public stroet, Wednesday, facts 
of peculiar interest to women will be dis- 
closed. The unfortunate woman died in the 
belief that her clothes had taken fire through 
the carelessness of asmoker who sat next to 
her in a Second avenue surface car, but it is 


by no means certain that the fire originated in 
that way. The strangest part ofthe affair is 
that Mrs. Desmond could have been literally 
roasted in a wublic thoroughfare in 
broad daylight, when surrounded by a crowd 
of men and women trying to put out the blaze 
which enveloped her. Agshe related to Rev. 
Father McGrath of the Parish of St. Monica, 
who was called when her condition was de- 
clared hopeless, her nearest neighborin the 
cur was an elderly man, who was smoking a 
cigar. Alter riding ashort distance ehe no- 
ticed that the seat she occupied was unusually 
warm, but thought it had been heated by the 
sun. The baby she carried absorbed her at- 
tention. When the car stoppeé@ at the corner 
of seventy-eighth street she got off and was 
surprised at a sort of 
BLISTERING SENSATION 

on the soles of both feet, but attributed it to 
the heated pavement. She had barely stepped 
on the sidewalk before someone called to her: 


‘‘You’re afire.’’ She caught up her 
skirts behind and, shaking them out, 
saw they were ablaze. Much  fright- 


ened she ran down Seventy-eighth street 
towards home, carrying her child in her arms. 
She tried to get into a house where she saw 
some one atthe window, but as she told the 
priest, admittance was inlumanely refused 
when her plight was discovered. Herrunning 
and astrong current of air through the strect 
fanned the fire intoa blaze which completely 
enveloped her. There were quite a number of 
people passing at the time, and others were 
attracted by the cries that a woman 
was burning up. Anton Malkamus picked 
up a piece of carpet and hastened 
to Mrs. Desmond's assistance. Hethrew the 
strip around her and then tried to tear off 
some of her clothing. Catching hold of her 
bustie not too gently, he was astounded to see 
that it perceptibly raised up, and there was 
sometbing not unlike an explosion of gas that 
followed. After that 
THE CLOTHING BURNED MORE RAPIDLY. 

Inspector Ronan of the Second Avenue Line 
jumped from & passing car and, pulling off his 
coat, wrapped itabouther. A pail of water was 
thrown over her andthe flames extinguished. 
She was nearly nude, her skirts and apparel 
having burned through tothe corset, which 
was also badly burned up the back and on the 
left side. A Dbianket was procured and 
wrapped abont the victim. Mr. Maikamus 
thinks that the fire was intensified bya cellu- 
loid bustie, or corset, for the blaze was too 
hot to be fed by lignt clothes alone. Camphor 
and chemicais used inthe composition of ceilu- 
loid make it highly inflammable, and in pburn- 
ing itemitsagas. If Mrs. Desmond wore a 
celluloid bustle that would, in part, account 
for the roasting blaze created, for the gas 
would have intensified both the heat and the 
flames. The case will be thoroughly investi- 
gated by the Coroner.

BRITISH VESSELS CAUGHT FISHING IN 
ALASKAN WATERS. 


Capt. Abbey Captures One American and 
Three British Crafts and Recovers Over 
Two Thoushnd Seal Skins—Sixty Prisoners 
Held for Violation of the Executive Order 
of July 3—The Alaska Exploring Expedi- 
tion—Lieut. Stoney’s Repor*. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., August 27.—The Treas- 
ury Department has received from Capt. 
Abbey of the revenue steamer Corwin a full 
report ofthe seizure of three BAltish vessels 
while catching seais ‘in Alaskan waters. He 
had previously seized the American vessel San 
Diego and taken arms and ammunition from 
three others, all of which were engaged in 
seal fishing. The report says: 

**On Sunday, August 1, 1886, while cruising 
about sixty-five miles southeast of St. George’ 
Island, the British schooners Thornton and 
Caroline were found with boats 
down engaged in killing fur seal. 
As each boat was taken in the act and had 
freshly killed seal on board, the schooners 
were seized for violation of section 1,956, Re- 
vised Statutes, and taken in tow for Ounalaska 
Harbor. At 5 a. m., August 2, the British 
schooner Onward was spoken at a point about 
one hundred and twenty miles southeast of St. 
George Island, and as the master reported 
that he was sealing and 

HAD TAKEN ABOUT FOUR HUNDRED SKINS 
in the waters near where 1 found him, I caused 
the seizure of the vessel for violation of sec- 
tion 1,956 and took her in tow also. As 
each of these vesseis had from eight to 
ten breecb-loading guns and ammunition 
for the same, without permit, as provided by 


law, 1 seized them for violation of executive 
order of July 3. 1875, and proceeded toward 
Ounalaska, reaching that porton the night of 
Auyust 2, 1886, whereI anchored and secured 
the seized vessels, taking the armsand ammu- 
nition on buard the Corwin for‘safety. Ihave 
now four schooners and sixty prisoners, with 
over two thousand seal skins and some other 
property on my bands.’’ 

Capt. Abbey says that as it was impractica- 
bie tor him to hold allthe prisuners on board 
the Corwin he reieased a portion of the rank 
and file, sending nineteen to San Francisco. 
He was then to fit out the seized American 
schooner San Diego, and order her to Sitka 
for delivery to the United States Marshal, with 
the remainder of her crew and twenty Indians 
from the other vesseis—about thirty-five in 
all. The remaining masters and mates he 
would retain on board the Corwin to hold as 
principals until he could reach Sitka and de- 
liver them in charge of the court. 


The Alaska Exploring Expedition. 


WASHINGTON, August 27.—A report has been 
received at the Navy Department from Lieut. 
Gecrge M. Stoney, commanding the Alaska 
exploring expedition, dated Fort Cosmos, 


Putnam River, December 26, 1885. The report 
was forwarded by Passed Assistant Engineer 
A. V. Zane, who was sent South to explore the 


country as far as the Youkon River. Lieut. 
Stoney states that between the 10th 
and 19th of December, accompanied 


by Ensign Howard, he made a sledging 
expedition to the northward, and reached the 
headwaters of a river which flows to the north- 
ward. The natives say that this river empties 
into the Arctic near Point Barrow. Owing to 
the shortness of the days, haying only twilight 
and moonlight, he could not make much 
headway and regarded it more practical to 
continue exploring the country nearer head- 
quarters andtake up the northern country 
when the days lengthen. Every effort would 
be madeto explore the mentioned river and 
also to reach Point Barrow, thereby complet- 
ing 

“ THE EXPLORATION OF ARCTIO ALASKA. 

On his northern trip he came across natives 
who had never before seen white men, and 
who were at first much surprised to see the 
white men come amongst them. There being 
but two whites in the party, Lieut. Stoney at 
first feared trouble, but the natives proved to 
be very kind and friendly. Their curiosity 
was, however, beyond imagination. Some of 
thejnatives claimed that they sometimes visited 
Point Barrow by way of the river. 
Their chief food is the flesh 
of the reindeer. The few fish they got out of 
the lakes are of little or no vaiue. Their coun- 
try abounds in reindeer and many herds were 
seen, some of which numbered several hun- 
dred, For six days the party lived princi- 
pally on deer meat. The winter quarters were 
very comfortable. So far Lieut. Stoney said 
he been able to procure fresh meat twicea 
week, and he felt confident that he could con- 
tinue todoso throughout the winter. The 
men were enduring the Arctic winter without 
serious results to their health. The winter 
thus far had been milder than expected. 
Minus forty-five degrees was the lowest teim- 
perature experienced.

ATTENTION, JURORS. 


Commissioner Carlisle’s Court of Exemption 
to Open Up Next Week. 


Jury Commissioner Carlisle will open his 
little court at the Court-house on Friday next 
September 8, for the purpose, of passing on 


claims for exemption {rom jury 
service, The hours will be from 
9 o’clock in the morning until 


noon andfrom3o’clockin the afternoon until 


six. These claims will be heard for twenty 
days, and it will be well to stute for genera! 
information that the statute recognizes ex- 
emptions claimed by all members of a military 
or Gre company, persons who cannot read or 
write the English language, all clergymen, 
doctors, druggists, attorneys-at-law, teachers, 
serry-keepers and persons employed in the 
navigation of the Mississippi or tributaries; 
ail persons holding positions of trust under 
city, State or Federal government and persons 
employed inrunning a flour mili. All deaf 
persons and minors and all persons over the 
age of sixty-five years are excused from jury 
service, All citizens who failed to 
present their claims for exemption last year 
will have to do so during the time mentioned 
above. No new names bave been added to the 
list this year. In cases where the C :mmis- 
sioner rejects a ciaim for exemption, the 
claimant can present his pliea to one of the 
Judges of the court wherein he may happen to 
be summoned for service during the trial 
term.
